Snakes may almost be said to have 
glass eyes, inasmuch, as their eyes nev-

each is covered with. a transparent 
geale. much resembling glass.

4 
friend of mine who has a printing of- 
fice was walking through an alley sev- 
eral years ago and found a man who 
had lost beth legs playlng marbles 
with some newsboys. He asked why 
the man was not at work and was 
told there was no work for him. My 
friend looked the. man over and told 
him if he wanted work to do to wash 
up and come clean to the office on the 
next Monday morning. The fellow 
came and there fotinid a Benes built for } 
him at the side cf a job press, and 
there he was placed to feed paper into 
the machine. To-day he is roca 
as the best operator of.a press the 
whole establishment. He could not 
have been a bank messenger, but he is 
anexcellent press feeder, while with as 
big a defect in the mental and moral 
nature as is this legless state he 
would have been unfitted for anything.
